at Kddyvtlle if considered the most ap- 
proved manner. The electrocution law 
became effective on June 14, and if a 
crime is committed after that time, for 
which the death penalty is imposed l>y 
the Jud s e andjury, thi* con'ieuiced man 
will be electrocuted. But the electro- 
cution law applies only to crimes com- 
mitted after the law became effective 
At there is always delay in intlictit'g 
the death sentence, on account of ap- 
peals and the usual legal delays, it is 
hardly probable that an electrocution 
will take plsce for some mouths jrct. 
Only a few muders, where the ileHth 
penalty is likely to be imposed, have 
been committeed in Kentucky since the 
new law became effective and the death 
penaltv has not been returned bv any 
jury since that time. 

"Many persons have wondered why 
the death chair was not located at 
Frankfort. The reason istlmtthe Frana- 
fort penitentiary soon will cease to be 
called a penitentary, but will be a re 
formatory, and it was considered hard- 
ly proper to inflict the death penalty in 
a reformatory. Another objection was 
that there are two many sightseers in 
Frankfort and they would all want to 
g ) to the penitentiary and see the death 
chair. So the Prison Commission did 
hesitate long about where they

"The Prison Commission has its 
hands full right now getting ready to 
convert the prison here into a reform- 
atory, and in a few mouths they will 
have worked out the details and the 
transfer of prisoners will begin. Al- 
ready the sorting cf prisoners is in prog- 
ress. The new law is applied to men 
convicted since the new law became 
effective, and all those over thirty years 
of age, no matter where convicted are 
taken to B tdvville, while those under 
50 are brought to Fraukfort. 

"Paroles are now being granted under 
the new law aud many men in the 
prisons of the State have had the door 
of hope opeued for them for under the 
new law any convict, who meets the re- 
quirements as to conduct can be paroled 
Under the old law a man convicted of 
certain crimes was not eligible to pa- 
role, aud a man sent up for life had to 
serve five years. But now all are elig-

We left London on the uiorulug of 
June ft, 24 hours before 1 sailed from 
Southampton Getting off the train at 
Haalngstoke, we drove' to the pretty, 
smiling valley of the Itchen. Here 
we tramped for three or four hours, 
then again drove, this time to the edge 
of the New ForesO where we first 
took tea at an inn, and then tramped 
through the forest to an Inn on its otb 
t side, at Hrockenburst At the con 
elusion of our walk my companion 
made a list of the blrdB we had seen, 
putting an asterisk opposite those 
which we had heard sing. There were 
41 of the former and 23 of the latter, 
as follows:

The bird that most Impressed me 
on my walk was the blackbird I had 
already heard nightingales In abun- 
dance near Lake Como, and had also 
listened to larks, but I had never heard 
either the blackbird, the song thrush, 
or the bl^ck cap warbler; and while I 
knew all three were good singers. 
1 did not know what really beau- 
tiful singers tbey were Blackbirds 
Iran rarj abundant, and they played a 
prominent part in the chorus which we 
heard throughout the day on every 
hand, though perhaps loudest the fol- 
lowing morning at dawn. In Its habits 
and manners, the blackbird strikingly 
Amti.can robin, and in- 



Ten days later, at Sagamore Hill, 1 
was among my own birds, and was 
much Interested as I listened to and 
looked at them in remembering the 
notes and actions of the birds I had 
seen In England. On the evening ol 
the first day I sat In my rocking 
chair on the broad veranda, looking 
across the sound towards the glory of 
the sunset. The thickly graBsed hll! 
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ball of foreBt from which rose the 
golden, leisurely chiming of the wood 
thrushes, chanting their vespers; 
through the Btlll air came the warble 
of vlreo and tanager; and after night- 
fall we heard the flight song of an 
oven bird from the same belt of Um- 
ber Overhead an oriole sa^j In the 
weeping elm, now and then breaking 
his song to scold like an overgrown 
wren. 8ong sparrows and cat birds 
sang la the shrubbery; one robin had 
built Its neBt over the front, and one 
over the back door, and there was a 
chippy's nest in the wisteria vine by 
the porch.

Trapping Muskrats. 

Kr,u hers of mechanical traps 
catch muskrats have been Invented 
and tried, but none gives more satis- 
faction than the old floating barrel 
trap that has lieeu in use for many 
rears. Both ends are left closed, and 
hole about eight by twelve Inches 
square Is sawed in the side. A strong 
Slant Is nulled across each end. the 
cleats projecting six or eight inches 
beyond the barrel, and upon the cleats 
are nailed two boards, oue on each side 
of the barrel ami several Inches longer. 
Water then Is placed in the barrel so 
that It will float witb the board plat- 
forms about on a level with the sur- 
face of the i>ond or stream. About 
one-third of the barrel remains above 
water. Apples, carrots and other deli- 
cacies that the tnuskrat likes are 
placed in the barrel, lu their attempts 
to get the bait the animals rail into the 
barrel and are unable to get out. — Ex- 
change
